Or the ‘‘Man with the Carpet Bag.”

For some time previous to his visit to New- 
York, Harvey had detected evidences of light 
and improper conduct in his wife, and imme- 
diately after his arrival, his worst suspicions 
were confirmed by tracing her with a paramour 
to a celebrated house of prostitution in Leonard 
street, then kept bythe famous Julia Brown.

McKee, for that was the name of the gentleman 
who was the possessor of the object of Mr. Har- 
vey’s nefarious intentions, to the City Hotel in 
Broadway, entered the hotel with him, and 
saw him hang the bag up an a clothes hook or 
peg inthe bar room, in the rear of the bar. 
While McKee was thus engaged, Harvey took 
a newspaper and pretending to peruse it, care- 
fully watched every movement that was going 
on behind the bar. As soon as McKee had 
hung up the carpet bag, the breakfast bell rung, 
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and without waiting to charge the bar-keeper 
to have an eye to it, he went hastily into his 
breakfast. It was now time for Harvey to act, 
as this was perhaps the only opportunity that he 
would have to accomplish his object. A mo- 
ment of that inspired reflection which is pro- 
duced alone by sudden and imperative emer- 
gency flashed an idea upon his mind, and he 
started out of the house. He went directly to 
a clothing store hard by and bought an over- 
coat with all the celerity with which he could 
count down its price. Returning to the hotel 
he resumed his position, and waiting for a mo- 
ment when the attentien of the bar-keeper was 
engaged, went round behind the bar, and quick- 
ly threw or hung his overcoat over the carpet 
bag. Having done this, it was the work of 
another properly selected moment to take it 
down with the carpet bag concealed beneath it, 
and throwing it over his arm, to march off with- 
out suspicion, or even observation. 

Mr. McKee, when he finished his breakfast, 
returned to the bar room and proceeded to re- 
sume possession of his carpet bag. But it had 
vanished from its place. He inquired of the 
bar-keeper if he knew any thing of its disappear- 
ance, and receiving an answer in the negative, 
he then declared that he had been robbed of 
$9,704 in notes of various banks, and chiefly 
of the denomination of ‘‘fives” and “tens.” 
Looking suddenly around the room, the bar- 
keeper observed that the singular looking man 
with an English cast of countenance, who had re- 
fused to eat any breakfast, had disappeared, and 
connecting his strange conduct with a vague 
idea that he had seen him for amoment in the en- 
try behind the bar, he stated that he believed that 
man to have been the thief. Five hundred dol- 
lars reward was then offered on the spot for the 
recovery of the robber and his plunder, and sev- 
eral persons instantly started out to endeavor to 
intercept the mysterious stranger. Toone party 
of these inquirers, a person coming up Marke 
street stated that he had met a man answering 
the description of the party sought, carrying a 
small carpet bag in his hand, hurrying towards 
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the railroad depot. A messenger was forthwith 
despatched to the depot, when it was ascertained 
that such & man as Harvey had been there, but 
having come five or ten minutes too late for the 
care, had next endeavored, but in vain, to ob- 
tain a cab or hack to take him to Schenectady. 
After this, the last that was seen of him was 
while making tracke up Lidius street, from 
which time all trace failed. 

It becomes of interest now to inquire what 
really did become of Harvey, and how he man- 
aged to evade such sudden and persevering pur- 
suit. He had failed in getting off at the depot 
of the Mohawk and Hudson railroad, and fail- 
ing also in his endeavor to intercept the second 
morning train, by getting a conveyance to Sche- 
nectady, Harvey struck boldly for the river side, 
and meeting a boy who plied upon the river, en- 
gaged him to row him across to Greenbush, to 
the Boston depot. Having arrived on the other 
side, he struck to the woods, and there secured 
the first instant, after falling on a safe retreat, 
to cut open the carpet bag and examine the ex- 
tent of his prize. It is not necessary to say that 
he found his expectations more than realized, 
and stuffing package after package of notes in 
his pockets, until he had got them all stowed 
away, he doubled up the carpet bag—concealed 
it also upon his person, and struck again for the 


road. Just as he approached the highway, the 


Pittsfield stage was passing by, and hailing it, 
he got in and went with it to its destination.— 
Stopping at Pittsfield but long enough to get his 
dinner, he took the train of cars which ran 
down to Hudson on the Hudson river, and at 
that point took passage on one of the night 
boats returning from Albany to New York. At 
ten o’clock that night he threw overboard the 
carpet bag, and having got rid of this most 
troublesome evidence of his crime, betook him- 
self to sleep with a tolerable assurance of safety 
from suspicion. He was not deceived. He 
landed without‘danger the next morning, and 
marching to his rooms in Washington street, 
gave himself upto the delightful occupation of 
counting over his treasure. He was very lone-

They then went back to the 
room in Washington street together, harmonizéd 
their previous difficulties, and after consulting 
over the late exploit, agreed that they should 
leave in a day or two for the East, on their road 
to Canada, from thence go to England. 

On the next morning, the ‘Sunday Herald’”’ 
of July 9th, published an account of the robbery, 
of Mr. McKee at Albany, as before described, 
and after giving a tolerable description’ of 
Harvey’s person, offered a reward of $2,000for 
the detection of the mysterious stranger and 
recovery of the money.

Having performed 
this manceuvre, it was necessary that Mr. and 
Mrs. Courtney should go tothe Pittsburg paec- 
sage office to secure the box of silks and laces 
which the former had stolen on his last visit to 
that town, and which was incorrectly stated in 
our last number to have been disposed of among 
some other goods, to an old receiver dufitig 
their route through Philadelphia. For the pur- 
pose of obtaining the box, Harvey and his wife, 
alias Mr. and Mrs. Courtney, alias Mr.’ and 
Mrs. Daly, met at the foot of Murray street in 
the afternoon of the same day, and taking a 
hack, drove to the Pittsburg packet office.

Harvey sallied out 
at two o’clock to make necessary purchases. 
As he turned up Murray street, his attention 
was drawn to an elderly man who stood regard- 
ing him closely from the opposite side of the 
way, and who, as he proceeded up the street, 
‘crossed and accosted him.

THE 
WONDERFUL MIDNIGHT MURDER 


BY THE ANTONINI FAMILY. 


At four o’clock in the evening of the 26th No- 
vember, 1809, Joseph Antonini and his wife 
Theresa, both dressed as postillons d’armée in 
the French service, drove up to the door of the 
posthouse at Maitingen near Augsburg, accom- 
pained by a beautiful young woman called 
Dorothea Blankenfeld. They arrived in a car- 
riage, hada French passport (feuille de route,) 
and took rooms at the inn. The landlord show- 
ed them into two adjoining rooms on the first 
floor, one of which was occupied by Blanken- 
feld, the other, containing two bedsy by the 
Antoninis. Shortly after their arrival a boy 
joined them, who was not, however, again seen 
in the house until the fellowing morning. This 
was Carl Marschall, the brother of Antonini’s 
wife. 

About three or four in the morning, the post- 
master and a postboy heard a piercing shriek, 
like that of achild. The former jumped out of 
bed and listened at the door, but lay down again 
on hearing nothing further. Soon after, the boy 
Carl Marschall ran hastily down the stairs, 
covering his face with his hands as if he were 
crying, and complained to the postboy that his 
master (Antonini) had beaten him. At about 
six Antonini went into the postboy’s room with 
a light, and requested himto make a large fire 
in the stove above stairs, as it was bitterly cold. 

His hand was stained with blood, but the post-

riage at Maitingen, was now tied ‘up behind it. 
When opened it was found to contain the body 
of a woman covered with wounds. 

When it was shown by the police to the three 
prisoners, they recognised it as the body of 
Dorothea Blankenfeld, who had travelled with 
them as far as Maitingen, and on seeing it the | 
bey at once confesged that he and his brother- 

in-law Antonini had murdered the woman. 
Antonini and his wife denied that they had any 
share in the crime. ‘They said that the boy had 
murdered her from hatred, and without theiz 
knowledge ; and that it was only out of charity 
to him that they had concealed the deed, but 
that the boy wasa hardened villain, who had 
already attempted to kill his father and to stab 
his sister, and that Antonini had taken him 
away from Berlin in the hope of reforming him. 

On inspecting the body, the hands were found 
much bruised and swollen, the collar-bone 
broken, and nine wounds, apparently inflicted 
with some blunt instrument, on the brow and 
other parts of the head—quite sufficient, in the 
physician’s opinion, to cause death. He never- 
theless asserted that the wretched woman had 
not died immediately of her wounds, but had 
perished gradually under continued violence. 

The boy had openly confessed his share in 
the murder, but for along time the Antoninis 
obstinately persisted in denial. Carl, they 
said, had done it all. They continued to deny 
everything save the concealment of the murder, 
of which they were convicted by the clearest 
proof. At last, after nineteen long examina- 
tions, Theresa Antonini, on being confronted 
with her brother, confessed the main points of 
her own share in the deed. Antonini, whose 
cunning equalled his obstinacy, endeavored, 
after long though vain denial, to deceive the 
judge by a variety of false confessions, till at 
length he was confronted with his wife, and 
forced to confess the truth, though still ina 
disjointed manner. 


Joseph Antonini, a man about thirty years of 
age, was born, according to his own account, at 
Messina, where his parents carried on the trade 
of cloth-weavers. He stated himself to bea 
barber by trade. He related that in his eleventh 
or twelfth year he sailed to Naples to be present 
at the feast of the Holy Grotto, and that during 
this voyage he was unfortunately taken by an 
Algerine corsair, which was again captured in 
the roads of Alexandria by a French ship of 
war. He thus obtained his freedom, and was 
landed in Greece. The first portion of his life 
was as romantic as the rest was strange, dark, 
and varied. Aton time he wasa drummer in 
the Corsican battallion under the French, then 
a laquaié de place, then a sutler, and lastly a 
French postillon d’armée. He had been twice 
in prison at Berlin: once on suspicion of theft, 
by command of the French authorities, who 
transferred him to Mayence; and a second 
time, together with his wife, by order of the 
Berlin police, for havingin their possession 
various articles of which they could give no 
satisfactory account. They were, however, re- 
leased after eight day’s confinement: and with- 
in a few weeks they committed this cruel mur- 
der on the unfortunate Blankenfeld. The 
following circumstance, however, joined with 
the history of his checkered life and the charac- 
ter he bore before the murder of Blankenfeld, 
shows that in all probability this was not the 
first crime Antonini had committed. When- 
ever Antonini and his wife quarrelled, the 
latter always called him a thief and an incen- 
diary, and the passionate Cicilian bore it in 
patient silence. He told his companions in jail 
that he had once stolen three hundred louis d’or 
and some valuable rings, and had not only brok- 

en out of prison at Erfurt, but had also effected 
the escape of his fellow-prisoners. His conduct 
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how he contrived to steal out of his cell in 
Ofder to ascertain the state of the proceedings 
against him,—how he plotted with his fellow- 
prisoners to escape,—how he wrote to his wife, 
‘Wiging hier to pefsist in a denial of her guilt,— 
and how he at length attempted to destroy him- 
self,—alf this would be beyond the scope of the 
present work. 
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Carl Marschall and Theresa Antonini, the 


former not quite fifteen, the latter about twenty- 
six, were the children of a certain John Chris- 
tian Marschall, a very poor but honest workman 
in a manufactory at Berlin. 
the unanimous testimony of his parents, school- 
masters, and acquaintance, was a good-humour- 
ed and remarkably docile boy, alwayg anxious 
to please and to do what he was bid. On the 
other hand, Theresa was described by her own 
parents as a wild, obstinate, malignant, and 
dissolute girl. 
failed to bend her stubborn will or to mend her 
morals. 
her parents, nor obedience or respect to those 
she served. At Berlin she became acquainted 
with Antonini, then a postillon d’armée in the 
French service, and married him at Kustrin, in 
1806. Their life is involved in mystery from 
that time till 1809, when they visited Theresa’s 
parents and were arrested by the Berlin police 
for having in their possession suspicious pro- 
perty. From Berlin Antonini wished to return 
home to Messina with his wife, and persuaded 
Carl to accompany them and to take care of his 
horse during the journey. The parents refused 
their permission; but the boy, thus placed be- 
tween obedience to his father and mother and 
the more attractive scheme of the Italian, natu- 
rally chose the latter, and was taken from his 
parents against their will and almost by force. 
It is worthy of notice that the old father, when 
informed of the charge 
wrote a touching letterto the magistrates of 
Augsburg, begging the life of his poor misguid- 
ed boy, and of the boy alone ; even the father’s 
heart could find nothing to say in favor of his 
daughter.

recommended at Dresden, had taken a room for 
her atthe H6tel de Baviére, and there she waited 
for a convenient opportunity to continue her 
journey.

This soon presented itself, but—for 


Two persons, giving their names as Antoine 
(Antonini) and Schulz, and stating themselves 
to be French postillons d’armée, appeared before 


the above named secretary, provided with the 


proper recommendation from the commandant 
at Dresden, and demanded a passport for the 
army. Mons. Gentil immediately acquainted 
Dorothea Blankenfeld with fhis cheap and safe 
opportunity for continuing her journey, and 
otfered to insert her name in the feuille de route. 
She gladly accepted the offer, and after staying 
three or four days at Dresden, she started in a 
carriage with these people. 

The feuille de route named Sieur Antoine, 
Sieur Schulz and Dame Blankenfeld. Mean- 
while Carl, who had first assumed the name of 
Schulz, changed characters with his sister, who 
was not mentioned in the passport, and she now 
got into the carriage dressed in men’s clothes, 
under the name of Schulz; while Carl acted as 
a servant to the party, in which capacity he 
contrived to get through everywhere with the 
rest. 

Dorothea Blankenfeld was well provided with 
money and property. Her trunk was full of 
good clothes and fine linen, and she had 2000 
thalers sewed in her stays. The Antoninis did 
not know this at first. but Blankenfeld’s fash- 
ionable dress, and the rank of her acquaintances 
at Dresden, led them tosuspectenough to be a 
strong temptation to villainy. 

Antonini and his wife were very ill provided 
with money for their journey. They wanted to 
reach Messina, and Antonini had but a few 
thalers in his pocket. It is impossible to avoid 
suspecting that in undertaking the journey with 
such utterly insufficient resources, they must 
have relied on obtaining money by dishonest 
means on the road. One cannot believe that 
Antonini, who had not nearly enough for him- 
sel and his wife, would have burdened himself 
with the additional expense of young Carl, 
merely for the sake of giving the boy pleasure, 
or for the use he might be of as a groom. Was 
it not far more likely that he took the boy with 
the intention of making him a tool and a scape- 
goat for his crimes? The feigned name of 
Schulz was given to Carl, Theresa’s disguise 
and subsequent change of parts with her brother, 
make this extremely probable. This masquer- 








ading and changing of names and persons was 
excellently contrived to help them through 
difficulties and to mislead the police. More- 
over, the thought of murdering Blankenfeld 
seems to have struck the Antoninis so soon, 
and to have been so quickly resolved into a 
settled plan, that one can hardly resist the in- 
ference that the idea of procuring money for 
their journey by some crime had been all along 
firmly fixed in their minds, and only waited for 
an opportunity to be carried into execution. 

They had left Dresden but a few posts behind 
them, when Antonini acquainted his wife with 
his intention of murdering Blankenfeld in order 
to objain possession of her property. Theresa, 
far from raising any objections, approved high- 
ly of the plan. They immediately took young 
Carl into their confidence, telling him in a few 
words that *‘ Dorothea Blankenfeld must and 
should be murdered.” 

The docile boy had nothing to say against it, 
and was ready to do their bidding in all things. 
Thus the main point was settled at once, and 
nothing remained but to determine the how, 
when, and where. 

On so longa journey some favorable oppor- 
tunity could not fail to present itself, and to that 
they resolved to trust. From this time forward 
these three people were incessantly occupied in 
seeking opportunities and devising means of 
murder and concealment of theircrime. Each 
strove to surpass the others in zeal, activity, and 
ingenuity. The whole journey was one con- 
tinued atgempt to destroy the innocent and un- 
suspecting Blankenfeld. Each succeeding fail- 
ure incited them to fresh attempts. Their 
night quarters were alwaysselected witha view 
to the execution of their project; and every 
night, while the ill-starred girl slept uncon- 
scious of her impending fate, death threatened 
her in one form or another. Nothing but ac- 
cident diverted the murderers from their plan, 
until it was executed at Maitingen. 

‘At Hof, Antonini devised a plan for stifling 
Blankenfeld with smoke while she slept. But 
his wife raised some objections to it. She 
thought the idea a good one, but too uncertain. 
This plan, therefore, was not even attempted. 

The next sleeping-place between Hof and 
Baireuth, probably Berneck, appeared peculiarly 
well suited for the execution of their scheme. 
The village itself lies in a hollow at the entrance 
of the Fichtelgebirge ; the inn was lonely, out 
of the way, and stood just at the foot of a moun- 
tain covered with wood. Thus the deed might 
have been committed in security, and the dead 
body buried during the night on the mountain. 
But Theresa Antonini had appeared at Berneck 
in women’s clothes, and not as a postillon, so 
that the people of the inn had seen two women 
arrive ; and the Antoninis feared that if only 
one left the inn on the following morning it 
might excite suspicion. This excellent oppor- 
tunity was thus lost. 

On the following night, at Baireuth, matters 
became still more serious. Antonini returned 
to his original scheme of stifling Blankenfeld 
with smoke, and talked of making holes in the 
stove of her room, and then heating it with 
damp straw.* But Theresa repeated her for- 
mer objectien, that the result was uncertain; 
Blankenfeld might awake, and open her wia- 
dow to get rid of the smoke. It was therefore 
finally resolved to kill her by blows. Carl was 

“ordered to provide himself with a good club, 
and to have plenty of water ready to wash 
away the blood. But Blankenfeld was again 
protected by some chance which prevented the 
murder. 

The Antoninis had thus lost three days. Ex- 
perience had taught them that the execution of 
their design was not so easy as they had at first 
imagined. They saw difficulties and- dangers 
before them to which they did not choose to 
expose themselves for a trifling gain. They ac- 
cordingly determined, before proceeding with 
their perilous undertaking, to convince them- 
selves that their risk and trouble would be 
sufficiently rewarded. A little village between 
Baireuth and Nirnberg—most likely Leopold- 
stien—was selected for this purpose. Blank- 
enfeld here ordered some negus, into which 
Antonini contrived to pour opium. When she 
was in bed and fast asleep, the keys were taken 


from under her pillow, and her trunks opened 


and examined by Antonini and his wife. They 
found in them no money, but plenty of fine 
linen, good men’s and women’s clothes, and a 
few jewels. ‘At all events,” said Antonini, 
‘¢it is worth while to kill her.” Hereupon they 
replaced every thing with the utmost care, lock- 
ed the trunks, and put back the keys under her 
pillow. This was sufficient for that night. 

The following day found them at Nurnberg, 
again debating how they might kill Blanken- 
feld. The many streams of water which run 
through the city afforded favorable opportunities 
for getting rid of the body ; but a sentinel, who 
stood opposite the inn, was an insurmountable 
obstacle. Carl, who endeavored to deserve the 
trust reposed in him, not only by obedience, but

occasionally by advice and suggestion, 


to mix pounded glass in Blankenfeld’s soup, and 


thus to do the deed quietly. But Antonini re- 


jected the scheme as inefficient; he had often’ 


swallowed broken glass himself in sport, with 
no ill effect. Blankenfeld thus escaped once 
more. 

From Nirnberg they went to the small manu- 
facturing town of Roth, which they reached to- 
wards nightfall. The active, watchfal Theresa 
discovered a mattock, with three iron prongs, 
in the loft, and showed it to her husband and 
Carl with the words, “* That would give a dead- 
ly blow.” Carl, who was the one selected to 
do the deed, secretly conveyed this instrument 
into the bed-room, and hid it behind the stove. 
His sister, meanwhile, instructed him how to 
use it. Another sleeping-draught was adminis- 
tered to Blankenfeld, and nothing more was 
wanting but to find a place of concealment for 
the dead body. Carl and Antonini went out 
separately to reconnoitre : the former discover- 
ed a hole in a field, which might do; the latter 
chose a pool of water in the neighborhood. But 
all was again in vain. Accident had brought a 
number of carriers to the inn, whose eyes and 
ears might have been awkward witnesses: the 
murder was, therefore, again deferred. 

They encountered similar impediments on the 
two following nights, which they passed at 
Weissenberg and Donauworth, on the road 
between Roth and Maitingen. 

Time now pressed, for Blankenfeld was to 
leave them at Augsburg, and they were to pass 
only one more night on the road before reaching 
it. Now, then, or never, the plan must be car- 
ried into execution. 

During the last post before Maitingen, An- 
tonini exercised all his ingenuity to ascertain 
from Blankenfeld whether she had money or 
valuables concealed elsewhere than in her 
trunk. He turned the conversation on the 
Tyrolese insurgents, and the dangers which she 
might encounter. He said that the Tyrolese 
had already penetrated into Sawbia and Ba- 
varia, where they committed all sorts of cruel- 
ties and murders for the sake of the most 
trifling booty. By these exagerated statements, 
he excited the imagination of the unsuspecting 
girl to such a degree, that at length, losing all 
prudence in her terror, she put her hand to her 
breast and said ‘“‘ Ah! I will give the Tyrolese 
all this most willingly, if they will only spare 
my life!” Had any scruples still lurked in the 
minds of the Sicilian and his wife, this dis- 
covery would have dissipated them. The pros- 
pect of a rich booty determined them to run all 
hazards, and they arrived at Maitingen firmly 
resolved that their intended victim should die 
that night. 

Antonini and his wife had calculated that if 
so young a lad as Carl committed the murder 
alone, he would relieve them of the greater 
part of the guilt, without incurring capital pun- 
ishment himself. They hoped to secure them- 
selves by throwing the whole blame upon him. 
They had accordingly drawn him into the plot 
from the very beginning, and the execution of 
the murder was now entrusted to him at Mait- 
ingen, as it had been before. At this last place 
they did everything in their power to inflame his 
young blood, and to inspire him with courage and 
determination. The boy, equally docile for good 
or for evil, blindly followed Antonini’s orders, 
and regarded the murder of an innocent girl as 
a common place event. No feelings of com- 
passion, no pangs of conscience, seem to have 
touched him in favor of one who had treated 
him with uniform kindness during the journey ; 
nor hed he any fear of detection or punishment. 
He only hesitated from fear that his strength 
was not equal to the undertaking: but his sister 
promised him all her husband’s clothes asa re- 
ward for the deed, and Antonini said he would 
assist him, if necessary, as soon asthe first blow 
had been struck. 

Carl had discovered in the post-house a 
largeroller weighing about four pounds, which 
he thought might serve the purpose, and had 
concealed it in Antonini’s bed-room. He was 
then sent out to dig a hole ina dunghill, in 
which to conceal the body ; but in this he did 
not succeed. Antonini secretly bought some 
candles, so as to have a light all night, and some 
brandy. After supper he persuaded her to drink 
some of the brandy, with which he had mixed 
laudanum ; and at about eight o’clock sie went 
half stupified to bed in her own room, leaving 
the goor open between herself and the An- 
toninis. Warm water was then procured, un- 
der the pretence of a foot-bath, to wash away 
the blood, and the outer door was locked and 
bolted. 

About midnight Carl stole into Blankenfeld’s 
room to see how she lay. She slept heavily, 
but her position was by no means favorable for 
their purpose, as her face was turned towards 
the wall. 

While the murderers were waiting for her to 
move into a more convenient posture, it struck 
Antonini that it would be better to kill the sleep- 

ing woman by less violent means than blows on 
the head, and he proposed to pour melted lead 
into her ears, or, as Carl suggested, into her 
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eyes. They broke & pewter spoon into small 

pieces, which they melted in an iron one over 

the candle. But a drop which fell upon the 

sheet and merely scorched it, proved to the 

murderers that melted pewter cooled too soon 

for their purpose. ‘This plan was therefore 

abandoned, and they determined to abide by 

their original intention. 

At about four Carl again stole into the room, 

and found Blankenfeld zy on her back 

asleep, with her head towards him. ‘‘ Now,” 

said Antonini," is the propef moment,” and 

went up to the bed. Carl followed him with 

the heavy roller, and when urged to strike the 

low, he raised the murderous instrument, but 

hesitated, trembled, and drew back in alarm. 

Antonini whispered to him some words of re- 

proach, seized his hand which clasped the 

weapon, gave it a proper direction over their 

victim’s head, and the first blow fell upon the 

forehead of Blankenfeld, who exclaimed ‘‘Sesus! 

my head!” and raised herself in bed. At this 
moment Antonini seized her by the shoulders, 

and Theresa by the feet ; the unhappy girl now 
began to cry, and offered her murderers every- 
thing she possessed, if they would but spare her 
young life. Pity, fear, and horror seized upon 
Carl, who hastily flung the weapon upon the 
floor, and ran to the door to escape: but An- 
tonini’s wife rushed after him, dragged him 
back into the room, and, placing the roller in 
his hand, ordered him to complete his task: 
He again stepped up to the bed, and aimed a 
second blow at Blankenfeld’s head, which 
struck Antonini’s forehead at the same time, 
and Carl again threw down the roller and ran 
away, while the pain of the blow forced An- 
tonini to let go Blankenfeld, who collected all 
her strength, jumped out of bed, and rushed 
towards the door of the outer room. But An- 
tonini fiercely pursued her, and struck blow 
after blow on her head till she sank upon the 
floor, where he still continned to strike her. As 
she lay on the ground with the death-rattle in 
her throat, Antonini tore off her clothes and the 
stays which contained her money. He then 
lifted the dying woman on his shoulders, in- 
tending to carry her out into the yard and bury 
her in the dungheap. But the weight was too 
much for him, and Theresa dissuaded him. 
They therefore took her back into her own 
room. But the wretched woman still breathed 
and again began to groan. ‘The carrion is 
coming to life again,” exclaimed Theresa. 
Antonini then stood upon Blankenfeld’s body 
and trampeled on it with both feet until she was 
dead. The corpse was, then by Theresa’s ad- 
vice thrust into a sack and rolled up in a cover- 
let. In order tobe perfectly secure Antonini took 
the further precaution of tying a cord tightly 
round her neck, while Theresa was busily em- 
ployed in washing away as much asshe could 
of the bloody stains. She then prepared for the 
journey by taking off her postillon’s dress and 
putting on the clothes which Blankenfeld had 
worn on the previous day. 

This is the connected narrative of the trans- 
action, as repeatedly and circumstantially con- 
fessed by Carl Marschall. 

Theresa Antonini acknowledged the truth of 
Carl’s statement on most points; but, when 
confronted with her brother, she so stoutly 
denied having held Blankenfeld’s feet, as to 
make Carl hesitate and conclude himself mis- 
taken. But on his fourteenth examination he 
returned to his former charge, and confidently 
asserted that his sister held Blankenfeld’s feet, 
at all events, while he struck the second blow. 
On a second confrontation, Theresa persisted 
in her denial ; and when Carl repeated his state- 
ment she grew violent, attempted to strike him, 
swore she would be revenged on him, and curs- 
ed him and her parents. We can only account 
for Theresa’s denial of this one circumstance, 
on the supposition that she entertained the vul- 
gar notion that the other charges against her, 
the truth of which she had confessed, would 
not be punished with death, provided she could 
prove that she had not laid hands upon the mur- 
dered woman. 

Antonini himself, in all his examinations and 
confrontations with Carl and Theresa, never 
made a clear and connected confession. 

In his first twelve examinations he threw the 
whole blame on Carl, and asserted that he him- 
self had no share or even knowledge of the 
murder. 

In his thirteenth audience, which he demand- 
ed, he unintentionally confessed something by 
relating the following tale: ‘‘ That he had been 
awakened in the night by his wife, who told 
him there was a noise in the next room, and 
that she thought some one was attempting sui- 
cide. He jumped out of bed, and on entering 
Blankenfeld’s room received a blow on the 
head. While in the act of parrying a second, 
the club with which he had been struck fell 
into his hand. He seized it and gave a violent 
blow, he knew not to whom, for the room was 
pitchy dark, and he was half stunned. He then 
struck towards the other side of the room, but 
encountered nothing. He shortly afterwards 
discovered that Blankenfeld had been mur-

‘Anger then 
took possession of me,” said Antonini, ‘and I 
wrested the club out of Carl’s hands.end strack 
Blankenfeld three or four blows, whereupon she 
fel! dead on the floor.” It was not till after- 
wards that he discovered—for desire Of gai 
was not the motive of his crime—that 
feld had money concealed about her pet 
which however he appropriated to himself. . He: 
confirmed this confession in his fifteenth ex-” 
amination; adding, that he had no intention of 
killing Blankenfeld: that he had struck about 
him wildly, and might have hit her on the bedy 
as well as the head. This he improved intoa 
statement that his agitation had prevented him 
Ay seeing whether he struck Carl or Blanken-, 
feld. 
In his nineteenth examination he came some- 
what nearer the truth. He stated that ‘‘ During 
the journey they had constantly quarrelled with 
Blankenfeld. As he had epent his own money, 
and had frequently paid for her, Carl suggested 
to him that ‘ As Blankenfeld had a good deal of 
money in her possession, why not kill her 
on the road? No one would observe it, as 
Theresa might pass for her.’ But he (Antonini) 
and his wife had refused to agree to this, when- 
ever it was proposed. At Maitingen, Carl 
came to him during the night with the club in 
his hand, and awoke him, saying, ‘ that he was 
determined to kill Blankenfeld, come what 
might.’ He (Antonini) represénted to him that 
this was not to be done in a place where it 
would be sure to be discovered, and to get 
them all three into mischief. He he 
went to sleep, but was awakened by the sound 
of blows, and on running into Blankenfeld’s- 
room he cought hold of some one, who turned” 
out to be Blankenfeld, and found his hands 
covered with her blood. Carl still continued to 
strike her, but he (Antonini) exclaimed, ‘“* My 
God ! my God! Carl! and, le tgo Blankenfeld.’ ’ 
He then wrested the weapon out of Carl’shands, 
and struck Blankenfeld three blows’ more, 
which felled her to the ground, but did not~ in- 
tentionally strike her on the head. He must, 
however, confess that during the journey he 
had thought of killing her, in order to possess: 
himself of her money ; but his wife had always: 
dissuaded him, and that he certainly shou'd new 
have killed her, had not Carl struck the fit 
blow. He added, that on his entrance ‘into 
Blankenfeld’s room, he had stumbled; and, 
half stunned by that, and by a knock he receiv- 
ed on the head when he quitted his hold of 
Blankenfeld, he only discovered, after giving 
the third blow, that it was Blankenfeld whom 
he had struck. It wasnot until after she was 
dead that he knew anything of the money con- 
cealed about her person. 

The twentieth examination elicited from him 
the following circumstance :— That at Maitin- 
gen, immediately before the deed, Carl repre- 
sented to him their wretched condition, and 
again urged him to kill Blankenfeld, and take 
her money. When he objected from fear of 
discovery, Carl proposed to him to pour melted 
pewter into Blankenfeld’s ears. He agreed ; 
but on attempting tohold the spoon over the 
candle, his hand shook so violently that the 
spoon fe!l upon the ground, and he told Carl 
that he never could do such a deed. He then 
repeated much the same version of the murder 
as before. 

Neither the subsequent examinations nor re- 
peated confrontation with Carl, produced a ~ 
clearer confession. It was only on being 
brought face to face with his wife, who coaxed 
him to confess the truth, that he conceded some 
few points: but he never made a complete and 
repentant confession. 

Joseph Antonini and his wife Maria Theresa 
were sentenced by the court at Nurnberg to 
death by the sword. Carl Franz Ludwig Mar- 
schall, in consideration of his youth, was con- 
demned to ten years’ imprisonment with hard 
labor. 

Antonini escaped his well-deserved punish- 
ment by dying in prison ; but his wife mounted 
the scaffold, and died as she lived, bold, hatd- 
ened, and unrepentant.

Causes.—This gentleman, well known as a 
member of the New York bar, closed his earth- 
ly existence on Tuesday last, by shooting him- 
self in the forehead, at Ottignon's Pistol Gallery, 
corner of Canal and Elm streets. He placed 
the muzzle of the pistol at the centre of his fore- 
head and then pulled the fatal trigger that usher- 
ed him into another world. The act was pre- 
meditated and appeared to have been committed 
with deliberation, as two letters were found in 
his pocket, one addressed to his wife and the 
other tohis creditors. The press of this city, 
we perceive, alledge that the one addressed to 
his creditors assigned the cause of his premature 
death to the neglect of “ friends” that he had fa- 
vored in aformer period, but they do not present 
the contents of the letter as it was wnitten. 

Thie letter reveals a mystery known to but 
few, and we feel it tobe our duty to make 
known its contents, in order that his last words 
may not be misunderstood, nor that none of his 
* friends,” except the one mentioned therein, 
should receive hia dying censure. The letter 
commences by stating to his creditors that 
many of them wondered why he did not cancel 
his debts on the death of his father and brother. 
To this he says, that in 1816, he lent and became 
security for William Bradford of this city, the 
sum of $8,000, and that he afterwards extended 
further accommodations to him, by which means 
Bradiord realized several hundred ‘thousand 
dollars ; and that in return for all the means he 
had thus placed in the hands of Bradford, he 
had received only the sum of $3,000! He then 
closes the letter by stating that he had recently 
applied to Bradford for some partial assistance 
to relieve his necessities, and being refused, the 
. act he was about to commit had been thus 
decided. We have thus presented the facts, 
and leave the community to make their own 
comments. 

Mr. Price was a native of this city and not of 
England, as hasbeen stated. His father was an 
Irishman who married a Miss Cornell of Long 
Island.

Post Orricz Mismanacement,—T} 
of Tueeday last, among its other grievances at 
the hands of the New York Post Office, com- 
plains that an “ sila a tar the N..O. Picayune, 
mailed at the same time-with a letter from their 
correspondent at that place, did--not strive at 
hand until a day and a half later than the latter. 
This is bad enough, but we beg leave to intro- 
duce a much stronger case on our own part. 
Some weeks ago, when the news of the in- 
famous compromise between the officers and 
thieves concerned in the robbery of Livingston 
& Wells’ Express first reached us, we determin- 
ed to do what we could to frustrate the designs 
of the conspirators and to restore to justice at 
least one of the notorious felons implicated in 
it. For this purpose we sent an officer to Balti- 
more to look up the renowned burglar Jim 
Webb, (at that time recently discharged from 
the custody of A. M. C. Smith,) directing him to 
engage such assistance in that city as might be 
necessary, and informing him that on the day 
following his departure, we would send to Balti- 
more the papers necessary for the rogues deten- 
tion. According to arrangement, we despatched 
by the next mail a copy of an indictment on 
record in our court against the said Jim Webb, 
for a burglary committed in this city, with a 
certificate of the Clerk of the Sessions that such 
was a true copy. We directed this packet to 
our own officer, but for fear he might have left 
Baltimore in pursuit of his object, we wrote to 
officer Simeon Hays of Baltimore, advising him 
of the despatch of the packet, and requesting 
him to take it from the Post Office in case our 
agent should not be in town. We also de- 
spatched with the packet a private letter of 
directions to our agent, containing a draft on 
Taylor, Wilde & Co., and in addition to this, 
sent a letter to Messrs T. W. & Co., advising 
them of the fact. Here were four several de- 
spatches by asingle mail, and a letter on the 
following day, directing our agent to retum 
home, none of which ever arrived at hand, and 
not one of .which have been heard of even to 
this day. We have endeavored in vain to ac- 
count for this on the ground of want of method 
in the city post office department, or the remiss- 
ness of it, attaches, and have consequently been 
forced into a surmise against certain police 
officers implicated in the release of Webb and 
his accomplices, who were consequently vitally 
concerned in prostrating our endeavors to re- 
take any of them. 

Whether this impression be correct or not, 
however, the circumstance of the abstraction 
or miscarriage of five letters, in two mails, is 

an evidence against the integrity as well as the 
capability of the branch of the post office de- 
partment in this city. We, therefore, in com- 
mon with our suffering contemporaries, shall 
be obliged to return to this subject until we 
have a reform. 





IMMENSE EMBEZZLEMENT. 

We hasten to communicate to our readers, for 
the benetit of the Police of the country, and in 
hopes of securing the guilty party, the particu- 
lars of an extensive embezzlement discovered in 
this city this morning, by the sudden absence of 
George C. King of the firm of *“* Hott & Co.” 
extensive Flour Merchants of 230 Front street. 
The senior partner had been absent for several 
days on business, and returning discovered the 
absence of Mr. King and subsequently his large 
defalcations. It appears that he had taken ad- 
vantage of the absence of Mr. Holt and drawn 
large sums from their bank deposites and also 
obtained temporary loans from varions firms, 
amounting, with the cash drawn from the banks 
to from $15,000 to $20,000. This embezzle- 
ment is rendered more disreptuable to the party 
concerned from the fact of his having been ad- 
mitted into the firm, on the retirement of Ste- 
phen Holt, for his presumed integrity and busi- 
ness capacity alone, he being without capital. 
He had previously been long engaged as a clerk 
in the firm. King is 33 years of age, dark hair 
fair complexion, slightly pock marked, with his 
whiskers short and black. He is about 5 feet 10 
inches high, well built, unusually broad chested 
and prides himself on bearing a resemblance to 
George IIId andIVth. Mr. Holt will pay a lib- 
eral reward for his apprehension and recovery 
of the money or any portion of it. The north- 
ern, eastern, western and Canadian police 
should be on the alert to secure him. 

Although the offence committed by King does 
not involve a criminal prosccution, yet he will 
disgorge some portion of his funds to any reso- 
lute officer that secures him. 

SENTENCED TO BE Snot.—Primrose, one of 
the Calafornia volunteers, who headed the in- 
subordination at Governor’s Island, last week, 
was tried by a Court Martial this week, and 
sentenced to be shot! The sentence will pro- 
bably be commuted.

This 
caused a full investigation on our part, which 
resulted in the conclasion that the letter which 
induced us to the above publication was a por- 
tion of an elaborate conspiracy against the 
above firm, and probably written by, cr at the 
direction of a person in Cincinnati, who had 
previously been the author of a similar commu- 
nication to Messrs. Lea & Blanchard, of Phila- 
delphia, which communication resulted in the 
reception of the following satisfactory certificate 
signed, as will be seen, by a number of the 
booksellers of Cincinnati :

Mr. ann Mrs. Mrrcuety.—Under this title a 
card will be found in our advertising columns, 
signed by James McGay, Esq., the solicitor for 
the first of the above named parties, which gives 
an entirely different complexion to the stories 
first put in circulation in relation to their 
domestic difficulties. By this it appears that 
Mrs. Mitchell, instead of having been abandoned 
without support, has for some time been in the 
receipt of a most ample annual allowance from 
her husband, and has also been tendered on his 
part, all the other concessions which a domestic 
separation consists of. This arrangement, it is 
true, isno adequate compensation for the de- 
scription of injuries which the lady alleges to 
have received, but it is as much asa hostile 
compromise admits of, and the lady has gained 
but little advantage and less credit for the 
violent course which she has chosen to pursue 
in avenging her private griefs. 

We have received several letters in denounce- 
ment of the manager, but in addition to being 
anonymous in their character, they are so plain- 
ly dictated by a spirit of violent personal malevo- 
lence, that their tortured testimony bears princi- 
pally against itself. It is for this reason, in 
addition to the fact that it does not specially 
concern us, that we decline any further investi- 
—gation in the matter. The affair is an unplea- 
sant one, from first to last, and the only interest 
which the public now take in it is to see it ended. 





Poxicy Orrices.—Encouraged by the impu- 
nity with which the practicers of the policy busi- 
ness are enabled to carry on their illegal traffic in 
this city, several new offices have recently been 
opened, and we understand that there are 
several more outside adventurers who are abont 
embarking in the same description of illegal 
but secure speculation. We understand, more- 
over, that the policy men intend soon to hold 
a convention to protest against the 60th section 
of the Rules of the police, which authorises and 
requires policemen to report all policy offices to 
captains of the station. The policy men admit 
that they do not suffer by the enforcement of 
the regulation, but alledge that the rights and 
immunities, as well asthe dignity the fraternity, 
demand that it should be formally expunged. 

We agree with this movement, on the ground 
of expediency. Better expunge the rule at 
once, than have it remain a dead letter. A dis- 
regarded law is extremely hurtful to the general 
influence of a new system. 





Mapame CostreLLo.—The term of this wo- 
man’s sentence to the penitentiary, on a charge 
of procuring abortion on a young female, ex- 
pires on Sunday next, when she will be dis- 
charged, either to exemplify the fruits of punish- 
ment and repentence, or to resume her bloody 
business. We hope, however, that the lesson 
which she has first received, though mild in its 
degree when compared with the atrocious 
measure of her crimes, will have proved a salu- 
tary lesson to her. If it has passed idly by, and 
she should again attempt to enter upon her 
murderous vocation, she will find herself unti- 
ringly pursued, until she is consigned again to 
the cells of the penitentiary. Sackcloth and 
ashes for a thousand years will be no expiation 
of her numberless enormities! Let her not 
think, therefore, to renew them with impunity. 
















Wyatt, THE Murperer axp Henry Tuomas. 
—The history of this man, who is shortly to 
suffer the penalty of death for his offences, is 
shrouded in a mystery so deep, that all sorts of 
surmises have been indulged in by the curious 
in relation to his identity. Among these is 
one that his right name is Mead, that he was 
born in Maryland but roved off to the West at 
an early age, where he fell in with bad com- 
panions, and from an unprincipled adventurer, 
became at length a downright thief and coun- 
terfeiter. He issaid tohave been for a long 
time the travelling accomplice of the celebrated 
Henry Thomas alias Thomas Dean, the Western 
burglar and murderer, who was executed at 
Chilicothe, Ohio, in March last, and that he 
was consequently the partner to some of that 
ruffians most desperate designs. It is also 
said that he married in Ohio, but that he brutally 
treated and soon abandoned his wife. A short 
time after this, an officer of the army and a 
companion were found murdered in a swamp 
near Maumee, and circumstances which have 
recently come to light, poiat to Wyatt as the 
murderer. 

‘We cannot decide at present as to the pro- 
priety of any of these surmises, but we have in- 
stituted inquiries which will doubtlesss result 
in something definite and satisfactory in relation 
to his early history and more subsequent career 
of crime. 


Cuartes McIntyre & Co., attas OLp CHar- 
LES AND YounG CuarLes.—The case of these 
people, indicted some time ago for fraudulent 
and illegal lottery practices, has been postponed 
for trial to the September term. This is in 
consequence of the regular rule, annually pur- 
sued by the Court of Sessions, to try none but 
prison cases during the months of July and 
August. The Charleses therefore, not being:at 
present in incarceration, are enabled to rejoice, 
at liberty, for some weeks in the benefits of the 
arrangement. Dick Collard, the burglar, end 
several other prominent professional offenders 
are also to be tried at the same term, and from 
what we know of the testimony which backs 
the calendar, it is likely to be one of the most 
succeseful, as well as beneficial terms of Court 
ever held in favor of The People. 
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Smitu Davis THE CouNTERFEITER.—It will be 
recollected by those who have been among the 
early and attentive readers of our paper, that the 
above celebrated individual, more generally 
known as the ‘‘ King of the Koneyackers,”’ is to 
be discharged from the State Prison at Sing 
Sing, from his eight year sentence, for counter- 
feiting operations, at some time in the course of 
the present month. The last day of this weary 
period of felon servitude will thus wind up the 
measure of full sixty winters, and send the 
hoary sinner forth into the sunshine once again, 
to commence, with frosted locks and a blasted 
life, an advent upon a fourth score of frowning 
years. Penniless, helpless and despised, he 
can now barely grope his way to death, a terri- 
ble example of the inevitable destiny of a career 
of crime. 








THIEVES IN Canapa.—We have received a 
letter from a correspondent at Montreal which 
informs us that thieves are at present very plen- 
ty in that city and Quebec, very many of whom 
are professional rogues from the States. Con-

England Banks, Boston, was stolen therefrom. 
Among the money was 15 or 20 $100 bills, the 
rest being in small bills. A reward of $500 for 
the. recovery of the money, detection and 
conviction of the thief, will be paid on applica- 
tion at this office. 

On the Monday previous to the robbery, a 
suspicious looking man, calling himself William 
Foster, dressed as a smith or iron worker, call- 
ed at the house of Morrang, and desired to ob- 
tain a job as a bell hanger.

case in their true character. The case came 
off on Monday last, when, after a patient ex-
